China, relates the amazing atory of 
how 20,000 Chinese students organized 
tliemselvea to odst the militarists from 
Ck>vemm«it olBces In Peking and bow 
Uiey succeeded Uk beeoalng the lead- 
ers of China. 

Fearing that China was not to be 
protected from the aggression of other 
nations by the Peace Treaty, as she 
had expected to be, some 20,000 stu- 
dents, all of ttiera between the ages of 
twelve and twenty-one years and in- 
cluding 8,000 girls, organized them- 
selves into fbe Chinese Students' Pa- 
triotic Sodety Immediateiy after the 
publication of the first draft of the 
Peace Treatj ta Sght for Cattaese 
rigiits. 

Their lint move was to strike from 
school or, rattier, from lectures^, as 
they remained ' in tlieir respective 

schools and spent so many hours dally 
In private study. They il»en orgiinlzed 
into bands for getting out propaganda 
Ht^titure and for poblie speaking In 
the eonntry and^mall towns and in^tiie 
tea tfiops In. poorer 41stricta of the 
cities in order tldSt they nti^t reach 
the vast numbers oTped^e "Who could 
not read. 

Inmiedtately upon organlstns, the 
students published their demands, four 
In number: (1) that the militarists, 
who as a party were pro-Japanese and 
practically controlled the Government 
at Peking, be pot out of office ; (2) that 
^antnng be returned to China; (8) 
that the tweaty-one denwnds made by 
^pan In 1915 be canceUed : (4) tiiat 
there be freedom of speech and of Ihe 
press. They also insisted that the 
Chinese constitution be finished.

And tiiare, idiere the questioa on 
which laagaa tmoaiemtM hava haia> 
mered the hardest, that of Shan Tung — 
is of most intavest, the president found 
the same anthasiasm among the peo- 
ple for pea^ aad tor isaaraaoe 
against future wars. The people want 
the long controversy ended. They 
want this country to be able to again 
torn Its andivMBil attaalioa to aoelal. 
economlo aad idduatrlal dervelopmenL 
Their leaders ma^ not feel this way. 
but Judging from the expressions 
which met the preeid^nt on every side. 
The leaders have o v er ste ppe d the 
limits of the peoples patience in their 
stubborn determination to force a 
diange la tM gfeat docameat^ 
Muar taka Thtd League. 

"We muat take this League of Na>- 
tions." said the preaident, "for there 
is no way in which another can be 
obtained withoat compelling neon. 
sideratlon by the poweca^ And it 
would sit very 111 upon my stomach to 
take it back to Germany for considera- 
tion." 

"All over the world pac^ are look- 
ing to us with confldeaee oar rtvala 

along with the weaker nations. I pray 
God that the gentl^en who are de- 
UylJDg dds^tlAw may pcaaoatly see n 
in a different light" 

Germany, the president declared, is 
taking new courage from our delay In 
ratifying t^e treaty and h^ 
papers and pttblio men were 
coming arrogantly out-spoken. 

Deeply impressive were the figures 
of the cost of the late war. In Uvea 
dollars. » It was the first time that 
cannisl statistics have been made 
pabllc and the tremendous totals 
^ockod the president's atuUences. 

Shews Cost of World War. 

'^e war," said iPrealdeat WOson. 
cost Great Britain and and her Do- 
mains $38,000,000,000; France $26,000,. 
000,000; the UtUted Statee $22,000,- 
000,000; Russia 118,000,000,000; Italy 
$13,000,000,000 and a total, including 
the expenditures of Japan. Belgium 
and other smaU ooantries, of $123,000,- 
000,000. 

"It cost the Central Powers as fel- 
lows: Germany $39,000,000,000; Aus-

"The United States," file prssUlMrt 
said, "spci.t one million 'ri'L.rs an 
hour night and day for two yej-rs in 
its struggle to aaVe cftfUzation.

M,300. In all, almost 7,600,000 men 
perished In the freat struggle, or 
f,500.000 morrmen tiuut died ia all oC 
the yum Ot the trtrrkOM 100 yeara. 

Should Remember Recent Horrors. 

"These are terrible facts, and we 
ought nevwr to forget them. We went 
into this war to do a thing that was 
fundamental for the world and what I 
have come out on this Jootaey for la 
to detarmlae whether tha country has 
forgottMi or not I have found out 
The country has not forgotten and It 
will never permit any who stands 
la the way af the tulflllment of our 
great pledges, ever to forget the sor- 
rowful day he made the attempt" 

Arbitration and discussion, the pres- 
ident pointed out, must replace force 
of arms in the settlement of world 
controversies. Constantly he dwells 
upon the fact tjiat all the nations in 
the League agree to do one of two 
things, first to submit their dUterencea 
^to arfoltratloa, in which case they 
agree to abide by the decision ren- 
dered, or, if unwilling to arbitrate, to 
have their case dla eH ia ai by Hia Coun- 
cil of the League, In whldi caaa six 
months la granted for discussion. 
Three months must elapse following 
the result of this last step in arbltra^ 
-tkn iMfOre the nation eoaceraed caa 
tfedare war. 

^ Helde Out Hope For Ireland.

It was, also, his 
duty to collect provisions for the 
armed forces, which he did, by 
hunting in the woods, and em- 
ploying others to hunt and to 
itill bears, deers and turkeys. 
While at Fort Logan, he, how- 
ever, engaged in many forays 
agUDSt the Indians, who were, 
at that time, very numerous and 
troublesome in cmtral Ken* 
tttcky. He was an inmate of
